Two delegates

tossed out of Secy. Roper's spaci- 
ous commerce department audito- 
rium, in a vain effort to quiet a 
feverish tumult, before Chairman 
Fred Koth, Cleveland, pounded the 
gavel the last time. 
Despite 
shouted protests, the 


conference adopted reports of nine 
committees 
which recommended, 


among other things, that the gov- 
ernment supply financial aid by 
stimulating private credit. 


An unusual calm smoothed the 
disorderly confusion Immediately 
after adjournment. Business men 
who had been talking and shout- 
ing a moment before sat back in 
their chain to pose for photog- 
raphers. 


Butlneti Men Eject Shafer. 


A. 8. Shafer of Philadelphia was 
removed from the scene for the 
second time. Commerce depart- 
ment guards led him out of Wed- 
nesday's meeting. The business 
men almost tore his trousers off 
while tossing him out themselves 
Thursday. 
Robert Kempfer, 
who termed 
himself "the forgotten man of New 
York," was thrown out by a squad 
of plainclothes policemen, after he 
too became involved In an argu- 
ment over demands that he be 
heard. 
The -uproar attendant on the two 


ejections threw the whole meeting 
into a noisy chaos with most of 
the 1,000 present ' jamming the 
aisles, standing 
on chairs, and 
yelling for order. Cries of "Throw 
him out" were directed at both 
Kempfer and Shafer.

Adminis- 
tration leaders predicted that con- 
gress would enact the compromise 
farm bill next week, despite flur- 
ries of criticiam expected on some 
provisions.

The measure, designed to stabil- 
ize agriculture along lines of the 
ever-normal granary advocated bl 
Secy. Wallace, was completed by 
a dozen senators and representa- 
tives. 
The secretary 
of 
agriculture 


would estimate production of any 
of the five crops needed in a sea- 
son and divide this figure among 
states, 
counties 
and 
individual 


farmers with the aid of farmer 
committees. ^ 
Growers who stayed within their 


quotas would receive benefit pay- 
ments and be eligible for loans. If 
stored 
supplies 
became 
large, 
farmers in a referendum coulc 
place a limit on sales of all pro- 
ducers, providing two-thirds of 
those voting In a referendum ap- 
proved. 
Conferees said granary provi- 


sions for the separate crops in- 
cluded: 
Wheat—When the s u p p l y 


reached 35 percent above nornlal 
growers could apply sales limit* 
on each grower. A penalty of 15 
cents a bushel would follow on ex- 
cess sales. 
Corn—Growers would vote on 


sales limita when th,e supply was 
10 percent above normal, such 
limita carrying a 15 cent a bushe 
penalty on excess sales. Quotas 
could be imposed only in the corn

Presnell graduated from Dewitt 
high school, where he was a mem- 
ber of winning football, basketball 
and track teams. He started his 
varsity football career here in 1925 
and was the first of the Cornhus- 
kers to play in the East-West 
game at San Francisco, along with 
Ray Randels, in 1927. 
Presnell 
was 
an 
exceptional 
broken field runner, Blue Howell 
serving as his blocker to get him 
started. Glenn could pass and was 
an adept quick kicker, his efforts 
being low, with an end over end 
motion which often caused them 
to roll many yards. 


Starred as Senior. 


One of his best performances as 
a Cornhusker came during his 
senior year in 1927 when Chick 
Meehan brought his undefeated 
New York U. Violets here. The 
New Yorkers started the gcorinjr, 
but Presnell began to roll thos'e 
hips of his and he got away for 
one 83 yard scamper to the 1-yard 
line and drove 11 yards for an- 
other touchdown later. 


His debut as a Cornhusker was 
made in the 1925 game which saw 
Nebraska upset Illinois, 14 to 0, 
at Urbnna. In 1926, as a junior,

2 NAVY PLANES 


PACIFIC CRASH 


Maneuvers Marred, by Worst 


Disaster to Naval 


Aircraft. 


SAN DIEGO, Calif. (UP). Two 
giant navy bombing planes col- 
lided in air and sank 70 miles at 
aea Wednesday night in view of 
scores 
of warships massed in 


sham battle maneuvers. 
Eleven 
men were lost and four were taken 
from the water seriously injured. 
It was the navy's worst disaster 


to heavier than air craft. 
The planea, scouting for a po- 
tential enemy invader as part of 
the maneuvers, crashed during a 
squall at 8:37 p. m. 


On«s burst into flames and both 
plunged to the water and sank im- 
mediately. Searchlights from sev- 
eral nearby battleships and more 
than 20 destroyers 
lighted 
the 


area for miles. 
Small 
boats 
were 
lowered 


quickly from the warships. ' The 
four survivors were picked up and 
rushed to the hospital ship re- 
serve. Only bits of floating wreck- 
age marked the scene of the acci- 
dent. 
All night crews of dozens of 


ships" searched for more 
sur- 
vivors or bodies of the ten who 
were lost. / Nothing more was 
found and at dawn every airplane 
of the fleet, 300 from the carriers 
Lexington 
and 
Saratoga, and 
other scouting planes attached to 
battleships were sent out to con- 
tinue the search. 
All available craft of the Pa- 


cific fleet are massed in the 
maneuvers. They include 98 war 
ships and hundreds of planes. 
Admiral Bloch inferred that the 


'accident waa due to the rain 
squall. 
The planes were two motored 
craft of the P.B.** -type. Each 
carried a capacity crew of seven. 
There 
were

aboard for men not on duty.

12 persons were injured in the air 
bombing at Figueras, 15 miles be- 
low the Franco-Spanish frontier, 
but it was not known whether 
Americans were hurt.

by American sympathizers of the 
Spanish government was believed 
part of the motor train. 


The marriage of Marshal Wer- 
ner von Blomberg to a carpenter's 
daughter and his subsequent res- 
ignation as war minister touched 
off the German crisis.

TO SEEK A PAROLE 


Governor Recalls Slayer Was 
Commuted, No More Clem- 


ency Recommended. 


HASTINGS, Neb. (UP). Donald 
Ringer, who was saved from the 
electric chair by a last minute re- 
prieve, will ask the state pardon 
board for a parole, it waa learned 
here. Ringer confessed to the slay- 
ing of Carl Moore, an automobile 
salesman, in October, 1924, and 
served 13 years of a life sentence. 


Moore was shot while he was 
demonstrating a new automobile 
to Ringer, who posed as a cus- 
tomer to lure the salesman Into 
the country, where he murdered 
him and drove away with the au- 
tomobile. 
Now 32 years of age. 
Ringer believes he can convince 
the pardon board that he can "go 
straight." His sister will give him 
employment 
on 
her 
husband's 
ranch near Deer Creek, Okl., if he 
is released. His attorney, J. E. 
WIHits, and others have sent let- 
ters to the board on his behalf. 


Pardon board officials said Don- 


ald Ringer, 
confessed slayer of 


Carl Moore, filed a request for a 
hearing last week, but the appli- 
cation was returned because it did 
not contain his story of the crime. 
Ringer is expected to complete the 
application' and forward it to the 
board within a few days- He 
lought a hearing .Jflne 30, 1926, 
but the board denied his applica- 
tion. 


Gov. 
Cochran, chairman of the 
state pardon board, said that in 
his opinion the 
board will not 
grant a hearing tp Donald Ringer, 
32, confessed slayer of Carl Moore, 
automobile salesman, in October 
1924.The 
governor explained that 
Ringer originally was sentenced to 
the electric 
chair. The pardon 


board commuted his sentence to 
life imprisonment, but requested at 
the time that no further commu- 
tation be given by any future 
board. Gov. Cochran believed the 
board would adhere to this recom- 
mendation. 


Saved by His Youth. 


Ringer was only 19 at the time 
he invited Moore, salesman for a 
garage at Hastings, to demon- 
strate a new car for him. Thnt 
was on Oct. 16, 1924. Moore's 
body, the 
head badly battered

ain the state, county, city, and 
ownship governments, as well as 
he school districts, $23,424,713 or 
2 percent comes from residents 
if the 518 incorporated municipali- 
ies and $21,565,018 or 48 percent 
3 derived from rural areas. 
In the case of the consolidated 
state and county taxes alone, how- 
ever, rural residents pay 70 per- 
cent and the townspeople 30 per- 
cent. 
The total state-county tax 


bill is $14,798,039, of which $5,536,- 
161 is for the state and $9,261,878 
for the counties. 
Rural property 


supplies $10,358,627 and incorpo- 
rated towns $4,439,412. 
State Tax Commissioner Smith 


explained the municipal burden is 
greater with respect to the total 
:ax bill because "rural property is 
not subject to the city and village 
levies, and only a small part of 
rural property is subject to the 
ligher school tax imposed within 
:he incorporated towns." 
Taxes paid solely by city and 
village dwellers total $9,475,012. 
As to the $19,754,022 in school lev- 
es, incorporated towns pay $13,- 
630,275 or 69 percent and rural 
property $6,123,747 or 31 percent. 


Other data noted in the study: 
The total assessed valuation of 
all property in Nebraska is $2,-

WASHINGTON. OB. J. Warren 


Madden, chairman of the national 
labor relations board, asserted his 
agency was neither biased nor in- 
competent, and had no "illusions 
•bout remaking the social order." 
Madden's statement was made 
to the senate judiciary committee 
which is considering a request 
from Senator Burke to investigate 
"widespread reports" the board 
was biased and incompetent in 
administering the Wagner labor 
act.Madden said Burke was basing 
his criticism of the board on "a 
supply of misinformation, half 
truths and trivialities." 
The labor board head denied 
the charges Burke laid before the 
committee and maintained that 
employes and employers alike 
have benefited from the board's 
administration of the W a g n e r 
labor act 
"We have had no starry eyed 
illusions about remaking the social 
order," he told the committee. 
* 
"Our charter 
has been the 
'statute itself. Our ambition, has 
been to do an. orderly, workman- 
like, professional job within the 
limitations of that charter. 
"We have seen 
millions 
oJ 
American workmen avail them- 
selves of a freedom they never 
had before. 
"We have seen thousands of 
employers put their relations witl 
their employes upon a basis of 
equal and mutually self respecting 
bargaining, who never had done 
so before. 
"We have seen telling blows 
dealt at the despicable practice of 
corrupting American workmen by 
hiring them to spy upon and be- 
tray then- fellow workmen for 
exercising their natural and lega 
rights." 
Madden said there had been 
some mistakes which "we havi 
done our best to correct." 
Replying to Burke's charge:

Madden said the A. F. of L. ha

A Tough Winter in '36? You Can 


Tell Accurately by Degree Days, 


Says Former U. of N. Professor 


KING MOTORS SHOWS 


THENEWHUDSON112 


Winter severity and tbe length 
of cold *nap8 In various part* of 
Jhe country can now be analyzed 
with accuracy, as the result of a 
study made by A. G. Topll, former 
member of the weather bureau 
staff at University of Nebraska. 
With the assistance of Thomas A. 
Slair, professor of meteorology at 
the university, who la in charge 
of the Lincoln bureau, he was able, 
thru hia study of data from 158 
first order stations to show the 
number of degree days per month 
in these principal cities, and thus 
more accurately compare not only 
:he different winters In one place, 
but also the severity of winters 
at two or more localities. 
These 
findings have been published in 
the Monthly Weather Review. 
"The number of degree days," 
Topil says, "is defined to be the 
difference between the mean tem- 
perature and 65 degrees. It is con- 
sidered that for every degree that 
:he mean temperature drops below 
55, a unit amount of heat must 
be used to keep a building at the 
optimum temperature. For exam- 
ple, a day with a mean tempe'ra- 
ture of 64 degrees will add one 
degree to the month total, while 
a day with a mean temperature 
of 50 degrees will require 15 units 
of heat and thus add 15 degree 
days. By summing up the number 
of units for individual days over 
a period, the observer can tell at 
a glance not only how severe the 
winter may be in a given locality, 
but also the duration of the cold 
spell." 
Vary in Severity. 
Meteorologists at the university 
point out that using mean annual 
temperatures at two places as a 


comparison of the severity of the 
winters is not an accurate way of 
measuring weather, since 
one 
place may be mild thruout the 
year and the other have a hot 
summer and cold winter, while 
their mean annual temperatures 
are practically the same. Take 
San Francisco and Wichita as ex- 
amples. Both cities have annual 
mean temperatures of 56 degrees, 
but the actual number of degree 
days for San Francisco, says 
Topil, is 3,244, while for Wichita 
it is 4,558, indicating a difference 
in the severity of winter at the 
two places of 1,314 degree days 
or 40 percent. 
Similarly, Portland, Ore., and 
Concordia, Kaa., have identical 
mean annual temperatures, but 
have a difference of 960 degree 
days in their annual total, equiva- 
lent to three months averaging 10 
degrees colder. Los Angeles and 
Little Rock, Ark., have nearly 
equal 
mean temperatures, 
but 
their annual degree days are 1,472 
and 2,863 respectively, showing 
the winter in Little Rock to be 94 
percent more severe than on the 
west coast. 
Lincoln 
weather 
statisticians 
also point out that January, con- 
sidered the coldest month, cannot 
be taken as a test of the severity 
of the entire winter. This is illus- 
trated by figures from the bureau 
at Seattle and Forth Smith, Ark., 
where equal January temepratures 
p^tvail. Their annual number of 
degree days, however, differ by 
1,995. The annual totals of degree 
days at Seattle and Tqpeka are 
nearly the same, -whereas their 
January 
amounts are 790 and 
1,159 respectively.

WASHINGTON. C2B. Represen- 
tative Stefan of Norfolk is receiv- 
ing hundreds of letters from all 
parts of Nebraska opposing Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's suggestion that 
highway appropriations be can- 
celled for next year and limited 
to $125,000,000 annually there- 
after. 
Stefan is a member of the house 
roads committee now considering 
the Cartwright bill calling for 
S238,000,000 annually for 1910 and 
1841, the same as during the pres- 
ent biennium. He said committee- 
men virtually had agreed there 


would be no attempt to reduce 
funds for farm to market roads. 
He predicted a 10 percent reduc- 
tion in federal highway aid for the 
next two years, and announced he 
personally would lead a fight in 
the committe to cut out provisions 
for 
road construction between 
parks and for funds for the 
Natchez Trail highway, "which 
would cost millions of dollars to 
complete."

Yet little business, rep- 
resented at the . conference by the 
heads of various businesses who 
came to Washington alone, car- 


But 


everyone knew that Eden, like 
Simon and others who proceeded 
him, was only a figurehead and 
that he could not sway Britain to 
take the actual steps necessary to 
call a halt in Spain because it was 
not in the British plan to make a 
move of this kind, just as it was 
not in Britain's plan to halt the 
conquest of Ethiopia. 


So again Eden plays a lone and 


forlorn hand in a distinctly nasty 
mess, and only a few idealists are 
mislead. No one with any knowl- 
edge of the situation will pay any 
attention to Eden. All the heads 
of European states know that his 
gesture is permitted solely because 
it will create good will among the 
common folk, and that British 
policy does not contemplate Inter- 
ference.

The grain corporation was the 


largest of these organizations. It 
began business on a big scale and 
at one time was the most extensive 
dealer in grain in the field. It ac- 
quired elevators and grain han- 
dling properties over a greater 
part of the midwest. It has been 
stated that the federal government 
put 14 million dollars into this cor- 
poration. With all the help and en- 
couragement of the government it 
is claimed the corporation never 
-made a profit. 


Not a great while ago, when the 


corporation was hi a bad way, the 
federal government took over tan- 
gible properties tn an effort to 
salvage something from the fall- 


Formal art exhibitions, defined 
as static displays, were rejected 
by the board of design for several 
reasons, he continued.

More Thoughts on the Integrated 


Bar and Who Are Officers of 
the Court. 
EDGAR.—In a ruling on Kept. 
20, 1937, integration of the bar 
was approved by the Nebraska 
supreme court. 
Numerous argu- 
ments -were advanced in favor of 
an "integrated bar." Among them 
were the following "Lawyers are 
advisers of the court"—they are 
a part of the judicial system"— 
"the authority of designating them 
as such is inherent in the con- 
stitution"—"the authorities hold- 
Ing them, to be such are legion,"— 
"it is in the interest of public 
welfare," etc. 


There is no law on the statute 
books which designates lawyers in 
our state to be officers of the court 
and it is difficult to find any jus 
tlfication for calling them such, as 
attorneys act only as "agents" for 
their clients or for the state. The 
only provision in our constitution 
which might apply is that par 
of Article 20, Judicial, which reads 
as follows: "All officers, not other 
wise provided for in this article 
shall perform such duties and re 
ceive such compensation as ma; 
be prescribed by law." 
I can' 
imagine a constitutional conven 
tion intending that five or six hun 
dred persons should, at one fel 
swoop, be designated "officers o 
the court." 
The supreme cour 


of our state, however, has allowe 
them this privilege, and there th 
matter rests unless it is change 
by the legislature. 
Presumablj 
the supreme court shall prescrib 
the duties to be performed an 
the 
compensation therefore 
these "advisers of the court." 
Reading further in the act pro 


Iding for an "integrated bar," we 
md the following: "Officers of 
le court are not officers In the 
ense of one holding office under 
he authority of the constitution 
r .statutes of this state." Be that 
it may it seems unreasonable 
or anyone to appear as a part of 
he judicial system while he also 
xercises some of the legislative 
unctions of our state'government.

In detail, the wheat provisions 


Included: 
Normal supply of wheat under 


the granary program is fixed at 
average annual domestic consump- 
tion and exports for the previous 
10 years plus a reserve of 15 per- 
cent of these. The 103S level would 
approximate 805.000,000 bushels. 


If old stocks and indicated pro- 


duction forecast a wheat supply of 
35 percent above export and do- 
mestic consumption needs, wheat 
growers 
could apply marketing 


quotas, or sales limits on all grow- 
ers, by approval of 
two-thirds 


those voting in a referendum. 


Under this all wheat 
growers 


would receive certificates for sales 
of average 
production 
on their 


share of the national acreage. Ex- 
cess sales would carry a penalty of 
15 cents a bushel. 
Wheat growers could either keep 


or store excess wheat. A govern- 
ment loan is provided whenever 
prices drop to 52 percent of parity 
value. The secretary of agricul- 
ture could increase this loan value. 


Growers producing 100 bushels 
or less are 
exempted from con- 


trols. 
Wheat farmers also could parti- 


cipate in the government insurance 
program approved for a start in 
1939. Under this growers would 
pay a premium of a certain num- 
ber of bushels to the .acre, depend- 
ing on production and risk data, 
and receive protection for part of 
their normal yield from drouth, 
flood, insect pests and other nat- 
ural hazards. 
Corn provisions: The normal 


corn supply under the granary 
measure is fixed at average annual 
consumption and exports for the 
previous 10 years, plus 7 percent 
of these as a reserve, or about 2,- 
500,000,000 bushels. 
If indicated corn supply was 10 


percent above this, or 2,750,000,000 
bushels growers in the corn belt 
would vote on whether to enforce 
a limit on sales.

Speaking under apparent stress, 


Miss X" told how she had entered 
he war office's counter-espionage 
ervice in 1931, doing volunteer 
vork in "The Friends of the Sov- 
et Union." 
In 1934, she said, she met Glad- 


ng, who had an office in the same 
uilding as "The Friends/' She 
estifted she undertook "a special 
nission abroad" for him and in 
February, 1937, rented a London 
lat under his direction, where she 
earned photographic copying. 
There, "Miss X" said, a couple 
named Stevens, who spoke French 
and who, according to Glading, had 
ived in Moscow, directed the mak- 
ng of hundreds of exposures of al- 
egedly stolen plans. 
The Stevenses, she testified, Jater 


disappeared. 
During this whole time "Miss 


X" kept contact with the war of- 
ice, and phoned it the night bc- 
'ore Glading was arrested. 
Prosecutor G. B. McClure suc-

Atty. William Niklaus has per- 


fected an appeal to the U. S. cir- 
cuit court at Denver, in the his- 
toric bankruptcy and land case f.t 
Theodore F. 
Barnes, 
Civil 
war 


veteran who died back in 1923. The 
case, in its various ramifications. 
runs back approximately 38 years 
and has been in many courts. The 
current appeal is from a decision 
of last Nov. 20 of U. S. District 
Judge T. Blake Kennedy, Wyom- 
ing, holding that approximately a 
lection of Lancaster county land 
was not the property of Barnes 
when he took bankruptcy. 


Mr. Niklaus has boiled the evi- 


dence down to 117 pages. It will 
perhaps 
require 
two 
or 
three 


months to prepare the brief, and 
hearing is not expected before tall 
if that soon. C. A. Sorensen is at- 
torney for the Lincoln Joint Stock 
Land bank, party to the contro- 
versy. Mr. Niklaus represents the 
trustee in bankruptcy, who has 
been in possession of the land since 
1928. Not only possession of the 
land is involved but right to its 
earnings over a period of years 
The land consists of 
623 acres 


between Havelock and Waverly, 
and in 1922 valued by expert ap- 
praisers at all the way from 565,- 
000 to $80,000. 
A skeleton sketch of this long 


litigation as presented by Mr. Nik- 
laus includes the following:

transaction was not a sale but a 
mortgage. 


In 1908 Titus deeded the land to 


John Copp for $40,000, Copp giv- 
ing two mortgages and then deed- 
Ing back to Titus. 
Titus executed a deed to Lafay-

They promote mental ard physi- 


cal relaxation and, unquestionably, 
serve to prevent many nervous dis- 
orders. A real hobby acts like a 
tonic and is a builder of health. 


It is the feeling of many physi- 


cians, particularly the nerve spe- 
cialists, that many "nervous break- 
downs" could be prevented by hav- 
ing genuine interest in things out- 
side the daily duties. In this way 
the tired mind and body get great 
relief, rest and lowering of tension. 


In the development of a hobby, 


there may be much of educational 
value. This is especially so as re- 
gards the specialized activities of 
ypung children. But, young or old, 
everybody benefits by a change of 
work and the relaxation that re- 
sults from it. 


List Is Endless 


Of course, a. hobby cannot be 


forced upon the individual. The 
choice ol a hobby depends entirely 
upon one's own likes and dislikes. 
Some find interest in books, paint- 
ings, photographs, gardening or 
stamp collecting, while others are 
more interested in exploring, mod- 
eling, canoeing, fishing, hunting or 
carpentry. It really makes no dif- 
ference what the diversion is, so 
long as it holds the attraction. 


I advise all. parents to encourage 


the hobbies of the children. Never 
discourage a particular interest 
that a child may exhibit. Bear in 
mind that keen attention to a 
hobby, whatever it is, will build up 


for the child a valuable, pleasant 
ind lasting pastime. It will keep 
lis mind alert and satisfied, prevent 
iritability and smooth over many 
difficult moments. 


A hobby need not be an expen- 


ilve one. In many cities and com- 
munities there are clubs and civic 
jenters which make a great feature 
7f the hobbies. They cater both to 
:hildren and adults. Attendance 
it hobby gatherings has aroused 
Jiany a person and created a desire 
:o go forward in the pursuit of an 
.ippealing hobby. 


Let me warn you, however: The 


lobby should never become an ob- 
tession, taking too much attention 
ind time; there can be too much 
>f a good thing. It would be a pity

neans of exciting stress and strain 
ay being overworked. But, when 
>roperly followed, it leads into the 
jath of happiness and good health.

minor league manager—for base- 
ball is the only business he knows, 


lut as winter rolls into February, 


and 
spring training time 
ap- 


>roaches, it becomes obvious that 
)aseball has nothing to offer the 
man who was one of the greatest 
batsmen of all time. 
Baseball denies there is any ban 


on Hornsby's return to the game. 
It's only that club owners fear his 
passion for 
wagering on race 
lorses. Hornsby counters with the 
argument that a large percentage 
of major league players play the 
ponies but that is a rather weak 
defense. Particularly in the face 
of K. M. Landis' well known an- 
ipathy for betting of. any sort. 


Pleases Club Owners. 


Discussing Hornsby's situation, 
a well known American leaguer 
said: "In none of Hornsby's man- 
agerial ventures have I ever heard 
any criticism of the way in which 
ie handled teams and players. 
There have been criticisms from 
lis players of course, but none 
rom the owners. The man is a 
good manager but club owners are 
ifraid to take a chance on a fel- 
ow whose reputation as a bettor 
is so well known." 
Branch Rickey of the Cardinals 


twice came to Hornsby's rescue 


after he was dismissed as man- 


•er of the Cubs in 1932. Rickey 


first gave Rogers a job with the 
Cards and then was instrumental 
in placing him with the Browns. 
So far Rickey has done nothing to 
help 
Hornsby 
in 
his 
present 


dilemma and may have passed per- 
manently, altho the Cardinal chief's 
loyalty to former players is deep 
and lasting. 
Hornsby is currently dickering 


for a radio program and his great 
knowledge of the game and play- 
ers should make him an interest- 
ing commentator. Radio would be 
acceptable to "Rog" but his in- 
stincts are for the playing field 
and tumult of the game, even tho 
it be in the minors. 


Thoughtful Manager. 


Hornsby had the reputation of 


being a hard manager but the 
writer recalls one incident that at 
least partially disproves such 
contention. 
The 
Browns 
were 


opening against the White Sox and 
in presenting his lineup, Hornsby 
told baseball writers: "I'm going 
to play third base today. This kid 
Harland Clift never saw such a 
crowd before and he might be 
nervous. So I'll let him sit on the 
bench today and put him back In 
the lineup tomorrow. For this kid 
Clift is going to be a great third 
baseman." That Clift became one 
of the American league's best 
third basemen largely was due to 
Hornsby and in his case the trucu- 
lent Texan showed real under- 
standing. 
Hornsby's trouble is of his own 


making but you feel" some sym- 
pathy for the man. Not only was 
he a great player but no one— 
not even Cobb—ever played harder 
to win. He was candid in his 
opinions and a reporter's delight. 
You sort of wish the old fellow 
could find a spot in baseball again, 
for perhaps he has learned that 
betting and managing do not mix.

A 
baseball player who stays in the 
majors is sure to have had a fast 
one right on his head. 


There's no place for the white 


feather in any sport, be it the ones 
I have mentioned or tennis, or 
polo, or track or any of the others 
you can name. 


In my ten years of sports re- 


porting I 
have written, 
many 


times, of the bravery I have seen. 
I have employed time and again, 
such words as heroic, steadfast, 
gallant, heart, courage, and sacri- 
fice. I meant them, becauses as a 
sport writer I have seen fine d 
plays of courage in arena, bowl, 
stadium, and all the other places 
that men combat at sport. 


Flow of Words? 


Today I wondered, for the first 


time, if I hadn't been guilty of an 
exaggerated use of words. 


Because today I stood in the 


Alamo. 
Davy Crockett looked down at 


me from the walls—Ol' Davey, 
who died with his coonskin shirt 
soaked with blood and with hi:

Travis, who, 102 years ago, drew 
a line on the sand floor of the 
Alamo and asked

Also looking down was James 


Bowie, who when he heard Travis' 
request propped himself up on his 
sick b«d apd said: 
"Boy, four of you lift my co' 


and move me across that line anc 
hand me my bowic knife." 


It Is historical fact thnt when 


the Alamo—"The cradle of Texas 
liberty"—was reached by friendly 
forces, not a man was alive, ant 
James Bowie's cot was heapet 
with the dead of the enemy. Like 
all the others, he had died shoot 
Ing and swinging hia blade. 


Decide Stick It Out. 


Here was raw courage. Know 


ng they could surrender and get 
uarter, they preferred to stay on 
ichind the adobe walls of the little 
milding that overnight was trans- 
ormed 
from a mission into 


slaughterhouse. 


When I walked out of the Alamo 


nto the bright sunshine of a Sar 
Antonio day, I asked myself if ' 
hadn't been wrong in crediting 
athletes with supreme 
courage 


•Ty first answer was yes, and then 
". got to thinking about it and far- 
'etched or not, I came to the con- 
clusion that such bravery as was 
shown in the Alamo has become a 
definite heritage, consciously or 
subconsciously—of the American 
youth. He plays the game to the 
hilt. 


Ask any foreign athlete wha 


he respects most in his American 
competitor and he will tell you 
"lis: 


"His absolute refusal to give in 


or up until it's all over." 


So hail to you, Davey Crockett 


and to you Bill Travis, and to you 
James Bowie.
